Attorney J. K. Scott and was sub-
mitted to the commission by Com-

missioner Rudgren. Its provisions
are:

That the highway now known as
lf avenue, from Thir-

teenth to Seventeenth streets and
from Twenty-fourt- h to Twenty-eight- h

streets, be changed to Fifth court.
That the highway now known as

N'inth-and-a-ha- lf avenue, from Fifth
to Ninth streets, be changed to Ninth
court.

That the highway now known as
Eighteenth-and-a-ha- lf avenue, from
Eleventh to Twelfth streets, hence-
forth be known as Eighteenth court.

That the highway now known as
Nineteenth-and-a-ha- lf avenue, from
Eleventh to Twelfth streets, hence-
forth be known as Nineteenth court.

That the highway now known as
Fourteenth-and-a-ha- lf street, from
Seventh to Eighteenth avenues hence-
forth be known as Fourteenth place.

That the highway now known as
street, from

Fifteenth to Eighteenth avenues,
henceforth be known as Twenty-nint- h

place.
